In the Bachsenhausen camp. After my liberation in the Fall of 1944 
I revised then and delivered then to a friend who had cone free 
Spain in order that he preserve then and publish then if the 
opparunity should arise. In the aeantlae my idea# grew until 
I had sufficient Material for a longer work embracing the entire 
field of leglonalre doctrine* However, since the publication of 
such a collection of writings involves great difficulties, I 
decided to puhllsh the first chapter. The Mew Han . This chapter 
was prepared in fiaohsenhaosen* Its separate appearance can be 
justified by the fact that it is a general presentation of the 
leglonalre doctrine* 

This is not a propaganda work, but belongs rather within the 
sphere of political expression. It la first of ell addressed to 
our intimate friends in recognition of the trials and tribulations 
of their souls and of the souls of those who ere no longer with us. 
Other win be interested in our Ideology, in the experience 

of a generation, in the elements useful and necessary for the 
spiritual rebuilding of the Rumanians of tomorrow without whom 
material and cultural reconstruction is impossible* We believe 
that only 1 through combined good will can the future of itaunla 
be fissured. We believe that those who do not contribute to this 
work of reconstruction of our country after the cateejysa which 





devastated it are not aerely committing a simple political mistake, 
but^they are guilty of apostasy toward the people.

An analysis of the continually changing external characteristics 
of a political organism does not suffice to giro a knowledge and 
appreciation of its true nature. It is necessary to penetrate 
beyond this surface none of variability to the internal manifestation, 
to the stable characteristics • Tbs attitudes of a party or 
political movement cannot remain stationary and therefore a continuous 
orientation Is necessary to follow the constant changes which occur 
in the field of social realities and in human leadership. However, 
suaong these changing political conditioas there exist values. Ideas 
and activations of a permanent character end which arise insofar as 
the resistance of opposing forces permit. An explanation of this 
lntiaate ideological framework permits us to understand the proper 
int erp r egt etlon of a political phenomenon. 

We must apply these two criteria to the legiooalre movement. 

Valid information on this movement can oftly be obtained through 
recogltloQ of legionaire principles. In our present study we 
cannot consider these two values to be on the same plane. We must 
differentiate between the values which constitute the spiritual 
content of the movement end those which represent the superficial 
political im po sed by the force of circumstances. However, 

elements of the second category are not without some significance 
in the study of the political activity of the legion.

Of course this does not apply equally to to all individuals 
of which a people Is composed. There exist gradations among them 
parallel to the position which the person occupies in the social 
hierarchy. 

The tragedy of these crucified lives which find then selves 
eternally between two extremes is the daily consent which they 
find in their conscience^whieh we find in our own conscience. 

Because everything that we do seems quite normal, because the 
Incompatibility of these two positions is small on the individual 
level, because we easily Ignore the chaotic course of our llfes 
which we recognise in our lucid moments, we cannot feel clearly 
enough our ml as Ion to right the evils of the world. The 
sensitivity of the spirit has sunk so loir that we can no longer 
discern the abyss which separates the two categories of reality end 
we imagine that we can serve them both alike.

The great conquests in the 
field of science and technology have revolutionized man's m ann er of 
living and have opened inlimlted horizons to his thirst for knowledge 
and achievement. But all this amazing progress has been of service 
to the soul. It has not contributed to the ennoblement of the human 
being. On the contrary it has destroyed the greater part of Ms 
spiritual power.

control of man and hnve taken possession of the baser elements of 

his soul: interests, ambitions, the thirst for glory and domination. 

Thus they have turned against man's spiritual nature and become

culture conducive to the destruction of the soul." (Ion tfota, 

Cranli de lean, page 247.) Instead of achieving victory over nature 
man has been driven to greater dependence upon the laws of God and 
to the recognition that the technical marvels which he has discovered 
are the product of the divine spark within hip. his materialism is 
not a striving toward heaven, but pursuit of the elements which 
separate him from the empire of the spirit. 

The nakedness in which the soul war left after the separation 
of man from his spiritual bases has permit ted the intrusion of : 
negative energies whose presence is manifosted by the most varied 
forms: the exploitation of man by man in the cruel struggle for 
worldly supremacy. The fever which has affected all peoples, the 
crises which wrack humanity are merely the symptoms of the profoundness 
of the crisis which has occured within the hu m an spirit. "The 
positivists of today, or rather those who claim to be pomitivita, 
have lost their moral rudder." That is the diagnosis of Ion i*ota 
on the present crisis. (Ion Mota, Cranli de lean, page 62.) The •

disorder? of wml - The objection can be raised that other 
periods of history Aave been afflicted by political, social, and 
economic disorder, but that philosophies and theologies have always 
arisen to explain then, and thus mankind has succeeded in triumphing 
orer its own weaknesses end in returning to a normal existence. 

This objection would be correct if we were now faced by e Halted 
crisis which affected only certain peoples and certain sectors of 
social life. But the present crisis is characterised by its' 
compact force and universal occurence . It is not merely a people, 
a social class, an institution which suffers, but all h\»aaity. It 
is not the existence of the crisis which causes alarm, but the 
intensity end proportion. It Is not a single aril which torments 
us but an avalanche of evil, hot one catastrophe has occurXd but 
a series of catastrophes* We do not hear an isolated groan, but 
general lamentation. It is not a cry of hatred, but a storm of 
blind fury. These grave symptoms cannot be ascribed to a passing 
phenomenon, but indicate e structural crisis wfcch affects the fate 
of humanity. It is an ere of decadence, not merely e stage. 

Humanity is rapidly approaching the culminating point of the 
enlightenment which began in Europe a few centuries ago and which 
has since spread throughout the glebe. It looks not only upon the 
trials and tribulations of tbe present, but upon the periods of 
rise end fall which it has experienced in its milleniums of existence. 
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If this process of the dissolution of the soul is not interrupted 

by a collective effort , an epic deed of greet heroism end disinterest,

path of unlimited power. tyLven by the continuous demcnus of desire 
end instinct, insatiable forces which never allow him a moments rest, 
by vicious interests, men . will extinguish the remaining vestiges 
of his spirit* This complete obliteration of the conscience will 
bring him to a degree of debasement which will transform all 
existence into a vale of tears, an inferno of suffering, death, 
cruelty, and cowardliness. Mot a single ray of hope will remain. 

There will not be enough virtue left in the soul to permit 
complete recovery. Then the final collaboration between Cod 
and man will take place upon the earth. The cause of the Lord, 
betrayed ty the sluggishness and cowardice of maijwill achieve a 
brilliant triumph. The hosts of heaven will appear on the fields 
of battle. They will break the domination of the Anti-Christ and 
will cast him hack into the chaos from which he unleashed the 
powers of evil.
